WasurxetoN Feb. 18,

I found the Senate yesterday, engaged in a
debate of a very spirited kind, upon the refer
ence of a petition from the State of Maine, for
« modification of the fugitive slave act.

The Senators had received the information
of a negro riot in Boston, in which negroes had
forcibly rescued a man from the custody of the
Marshal, in open court. This was the reason
for the departurc by the Senate from its usual
course, as taken at this session, of entire indif-
ference to the presentatin and dizposition of
the hundreds of petitions on this subject.

The galleries and the privileged seats were
thronged: for there are oue or two thousand
visitors here, of recent arrival —mostly from the
North. The petition had heon raft-rro_d, sub
silentio. Mr. Atchison moved a reconsidera-
tion. The debate had been commenced before
Ientered the chamber, and 1 found Mr. PrAnce,
of Maryland, on the floor, and the vast audito-
ry enchained by his eloquence. He was reply-
ing to Hale of New-Hampshire, and depreca-
ting agitation. Hale’s reply was in his best

“st.fo of bold and reckless declamation.—
Pearce’s rejoinder was humorous and sarcastic,
and rich in allusions, historieal and poetienl.—
He had in his first speech, brought out in strong
relief, the first agitatior in the garden of Eden;
and, in his rejoinder, he managed with great
art, so to use his adversaries points, as to rep-
resent him {Hale) as the devil him:ell.

The Senators were apprehensive that con-
tinued discussion would lead to something be-
‘ond a mere contest of wit, and were desirous
of checking it. They insisted upon the ques-
tion. But, at the moment, uprose a Senator,
who always reminds me of avoleano, with
frosty head, and fiery eye—Judge Butler. He
is a tnan who can stir up the passions from their
very depths ; but as a debater, while he is arm-
ed at all points, and ready to n.ltacl_!; he has
generally chosen (o acton the defensive and to
Teceive the shafts of bis opponents upon his pol-
ished shicld of good humor. Wheu Butler rose
on this oceasion, I caught, a glance of his eye,
and | saw in it, not passion, but humor. He
had long ago, determined, us well he coul_d, to
keep cool. He said, addressing the Chair—I
must differ from the Senator from Maryland, as
to the attributes of the first agitator. He was
not a vosiferous rhetorician, declaiming as loud-
Iy as if he were calling to the ferry-man across
the StyX; but he appeared in the form of a ser-
pent, gliding into the garden, approaching mo-
ther Eve, and softly whispering in her ear, there
is a “higher law.” The effect was magical.
Every one sprung up—laoghter and applause
rang the chamber and génllnnes. If
you have heard, Hale and hpard eward, you
will see the aptoess of this contrast. In the
whole compass of iamentary anecdote, I
will ventare :o say that there has been nothing
equal,io-point of witand humor, to this sally of
Mr. Butler's.

In the course of the discussion above refer-
red to, I was very g'ad to hear Mr. Rhett call
in question a remark from M. Cooper, of Penn.
Until Penasylvania shall .repeal her laws ob-
structing the execution of the fagitive act of
1793, her Senators have no right to say, as Mr,
Cooper did, that Pennsylvania will sanction the
law of 1850. This was Mr. Rhett's point.

The House is not yét prepared to'take up the
appropriation bills.

ARREST OF ANOTHER FUGITIVE
SLAVE—RIOT AND RESCUE OF
THE FUGITIVE.

Bostoy, Feb. 15, 1851.—Deputy Marshal
Riley, and assistauts, arrested at Corn Hill Cof-
fee House, to-day, ove Frederick Wilkins, a
negro waiter, on a warrant issued by the U. S.
Commissioner, G. T. Curtis, on a complaint
that said Wilkins is a fugitive slave. He was
taken with no opposition, aud carried immedi-
ately to the United States Court room.

The news of the arrest spread rapidly; and
the Court room was speedily filled by =« large
crowd of rather excited spectators. The ex-
amination, however, went of quietly, Seth J.
Thomas appeared for the claimant, and Messrs.
Small, Elias Grey, Coring, and others for the
defence.

From the documents offered by the claim-
ant, it appeared that the accused was the pro-
perty of John Debree, Purser in the U S. Na-
vy, of Virginia, aund that he escaped in May,
1850. 'The deposition was to the effect, that
the claimant had seeu the prisoner in Boston;
and conversed with him, when the prisoner
acknowledged that he had escaped from Nor-
folk. ‘I'he counsel for the detence asked for
a postponement in order to prepare testimony.
This was granted, and Tuesday next, at 10 a.
m. was assigned for the examination.

The Deputy Marshall then ordered the room
to bewleared of spectators, which was gradual-
ly done. 'T'he prisoner remained in the custo-
dy of a dozen men, a8, by a law of the State,
the jail cannot be used to imprisoun fugitive
slaves.

His counsel wishing to consult with him,
they were readily admitted to the roow, to the
number of 8 half a dozen. They remained
about an hour, and in tha meantime a large
crowd of negroes gathered upon the outside,
blocking up the entrance to the court room;
and as the door was opened to let the last law-
yer leaye the room, the mob from without sud-
dealy rushed in, seized and knocked down the
officers in keeping, and filled the Court room.
"The prisoner himsell wasfrightened at their de-
moniae appearauce, and fled, with a ery ofmur-
der, to the fatcherend of the room.

He was, hiowever, sccured by the mob, who
had speedily silenced the opposition of the few
officers in the room, and taken in trivmph down
the stairs, and into the street.#'T'he officers did
not attempt to follow, and with shouts of tri-
umph the mob hurried off with the fugitive, and
were lnst seen in the vicinity of Belkuap street,
where negroes chiefly congregate.

While the mob was in the court room, the
sword of the Marshal, hanging in the sheath o-
ver his desk, was drawn by one of them and
flourished over the lieads of the oflicers. 1t was

afterwards found in the strect. The mob
showed no weapons, though a number of the ne-
groes boasted of having revolvers in their pos-
session. Oue negro, in his flight, dropped his
knife,

There were several white persons in the mob,
but they did not appear to act in the rescue-
I'he rescue, ofcourse, caused great excitemant
throughout the city, as one of the most daring
outrages upon law and order ever enacted. It
is thonght impossible to arrest the fugitive, as
his friends have no doubt hurried him off ere
this, to the Canadian frontier. U. 8. Marshal
Devent is absent at Washington.

Births and Deaths in Bostin.—The number
of births in the city of Boston du-ing the year
1850, was 5279, being 211 more than 1849.—
The deaths were 3667, or one thirty eighth of
the population. [ 1849 the deaths amounted
to one in twenty-ax. The aggregate of the
ages of the deceased, this year, was T4 349
years, being an average for each person of a
little more than twenty-two years. The num-
ber of deaths by consumption was 586.

“ Ler Her Wexst.”—The fugitive slave
case in Cincinnati, of which we have had a no-
tice by telegraph, was settled most decisively
by the slave herself. The counsel had closed
their speeches, and the judge said he would give
Liis opinion  the morning. At this moment,
says the Cincinnati Gazette, the woman stepped
forward to the judge and said, “I wantto go
home with my master. I can’t fool away all
dis time. Let me go.” ‘The judge said “go”
—and she “wenl.”

Paront’s Recertios 1x BosTox, at the open-
ing of the opera there, on Monday night, went
off splendidly. 'T'he house was crowded and
hundreds had to be sent away. A dispateh, on
Tuesday, says:

«'I'he first box to-day sold for 85 a seat pre-
mium above the regular price of $2, and alarge
number of seats sold at $2 50. All the seats
in the dress circle and parquette were sold.”

Excouracixe ¥rox Froripa.—The Flori-
da Sentinel, allading to the apathy displayed
by the legislature of that State on the Southern
question, states “that the majority of the late
General Assembly, after having assumed to
charge the Governor and his friends with mis-
representing the opinions of the people of this
State upon sectional questions, have purposely
evaded an expression of their own judgment
when they had ample opportunity. Nine-tenths,
say ninety nine one hundredths of the people
said they are in favor of the Nashvile Conven-
tion, but when the Nashville Convention lays
before them the result of its deliberation, it is
unnoticed. ‘The people are overwhelmingly in
favor of secession, but their representatives give
it the go-by.

After speaking of the difficulties we had -to
encounter before our admission into the Union,
the Governor details the Indian troubles on our
frontier. Ilis Excellency thinks that the ludian
ditliculties have been brought about by the fail-
ure of the General Government to make trea-
ties with the tribes for their lands.

Our relations to the negro race come in after
the Indians have been cunsidered. The mes-
sage recommends the pussage of a law exclu-
ding negroes from the State, on the ground that
they are excluded from all civil rights by the
constitution, and that none but the worthless
will accept a residence in California on such
terms,

Tne Orp Nortu State.—The Legislature
of North Carolina adjourned on the 29th ult.,
after having passed over three hundred acts
and resolutions, incorporated thirteen plank
road companies, eight turnpike companies, two
navigation and two river improvement compa-
nies, three railroads, four mining and four man-
ufactaring companics, oue canal, two new
Banks, four Savings Iustitution, and six male
and three female academies, and increased the

aet authorizing an agricultural, geological and
mineroligical survey of the State, was also
passed, and another for the revision of the sta-
tutes.

The New York correspondent of the Phila-
delphia Inquirer, says:

There is a good deal of excitoment in Harlem
in consequence of two gentlemen and two la-
dies being warried without their knowing it.
The ceremony was performed in sport, and
when informed the next day that the marringe
was legal according to law, there was a great
consternation, The brides, I learn are willing
to abide by the marriages, but the bridegrooms
are not, and refuse to recognise the ceremony
at ull.

Substitute for Steam.—We copied a short
time ago from a Pennsylvania paper, an an-
nouncement that a motive power had been dis-
covered which would supersede theuse of steam.
Some facts have recently come to light which
entitle the statement to eredit.  Prof. Soloman,
of Harrodsburg, Ky, has successfully applied
the entire power of caibonic acid gas a substi.
tate for steam, in propelling enginery for every
purpose. The power of this gas has long been
known to chemists, but their inability to regu-
lnte and govern it, has prevented its use as a
propelling agent. Prof. 8. claims to be able to
control it with perfect eafety; and that it will
afford a power equal to steam in one fiftieth of
the space, and one-hundredth part of the ex-
pense, dispensing with both furnaces and boil-
ers. Experiments have recentty been made in
b Cincinnati which are said to be entirely satis-
factory.

Progress of Missions.—The number of mis-
sionaries employed in heathen countries by the
various denominations of evangelical Christiaus,
is believed to be not less than 1,500. Inclu.
ding their essistants, native and foreign, the
number will exceed 7,800. It was recently
stated by Rev. Dr. Anderson, at Boston, that
there was contributed in this country, during
the past year, for foreign missions, an aggre-
gate of 8740,000. For home missions, inclu-
ding church edifices, the support of preaching,
&ec., there has been expended nearly 89,000,
000. Connected with these denominations, in
the United States, are 3,000,000 church mem-
bers, 20,000 churches and 22,ministors. The
same classes of Christians in Great Britain con-
tribute for foreign missions $2,000,000 annu-
ally, and for home missious an amount nearly
equal those made in this country tor the same
object.—N. Y, Journal of Commerce.
